SUBJECT: PREPARATION OF CONGRESSIONAL PRESENTATION 
DOCUMENT (CPD) FOR FY 1979 SECURITY ASSISTANCE 
PROGRAM 
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BEGIN SUMMARY: THE FRG IS CLEARLY ONE OF OUR MOST 
IMPORTANT ALLIES, AND THE GERMAN ARMED FORCES (BUNDES- 
WEHR) ARE A VITAL FACTOR IN THE MAINTENANCE OF A CREDIBLE 
NATO DETERRENT. TO HELP ENSURE AN UP-TO-DATE BUNDESWEHR 
AND SOME DEGREE OF EQUIPMENT INTEROPERABILITY WITHIN 
NATO, THE FRG REQUIRES SIZEABLE QUANTITIES OF SOPHISTI- 
CATED US EQUIPMENT AND TRAINING. THE OBJECTIVE OF OUR 
SECURITY ASSISTANCE PROGRAM IN THE FRG IS TO PROVIDE 
BOTH OF THESE WITHIN THE GENERAL FRAMEWORK OF US-FRG 
COOPERATION IN NATO. THIS MESSAGE IS DESIGNED TO 
ANSWER, TO THE EXTENT FEASIBLE, THE QUESTIONS IN REF 
A. END SUMMARY. 

JUSTIFICATION OF THE PROGRAM 
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1 . THE FEDERAL REPUBLIC OF GERMANY IS CLEARLY ONE OF 
OUR MOST IMPORTANT ALLIES AND A MAJOR CONTRIBUTOR TO 
THE OVERALL SECURITY OF THE NORTH ATLANTIC ALLIANCE. 

A STRONG FRG IS ESSENTIAL TO AN EFFECTIVE DETERRENT 
CAPABILITY ALLIANCE WIDE, AND PARTICULARLY IN THE 
CENTRAL REGION. SHOULD THERE EVER BE A WARSAW PACT 
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AGGRESSION, IT WOULD BE OF THE UTMOST IMPORTANCE TO 
DEFEND ALL OF THE FEDERAL REPUBLIC EFFECTIVELY AND 
FROM A FORWARD POSITION. 

2. IF THE BUNDESWEHR IS TO CONTINUE TO SERVE AS A 
CREDIBLE DETERRENT, AND IF IT IS TO BE AN EFFECTIVE 
FIGHTING FORCE AGAINST QUANTITATIVELY SUPERIOR WARSAW 
PACT FORCES IN THE EVENT OF AN ATTACK, IT MUST CON- 
TINUOUSLY RECEIVE - FROM BOTH GERMAN AND US SOURCES - 
THE MOST MODERN EQUIPMENT AND TRAINING. THE OBJECTIVE 
OF OUR SECURITY ASSISTANCE PROGRAM IN THE FRG IS TO 
HELP PROVIDE BOTH OF THESE, THUS CONTRIBUTING TO THE 
MAINTENANCE OF A STRONG DEFENSE POSTURE BY THE FEDERAL 
REPUBLIC AND BY THE ALLIANCE AS A WHOLE. THE BUNDES- 
WEHR'S REQUIREMENTS FOR SOPHISTICATED US EQUIPMENT AND 
TRAINING ARE NUMEROUS, SINCE IT IS THE LARGEST CON- 
VENTIONAL MILITARY FORCE IN NATO EUROPE AND COMPRISES 
ABOUT 50 PERCENT OF THE WESTERN FORCES IN THE NATO 
FORWARD AREA. 

DESCRIPTION OF THE PROGRAM 

3. THE FRG HAS ESTABLISHED A REQUIREMENT TO PROCURE 
SIZEABLE QUANTITIES OF MILITARY EQUIPMENT FROM US 
SOURCES IN ORDER TO MAINTAIN AN UP-TO-DATE MILITARY 
FORCE AND ENSURE AT LEAST SOME DEGREE OF STANDARDIZATION 
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AND INTEROPERABILITY BETWEEN US AND FRG FORCES AND 
AMONG NATO FORCES GENERALLY. IT IS ALSO ESSENTIAL FOR 
THE FRG TO PROCURE TRAINING FOR ITS PERSONNEL IN THE 
OPERATION AND MAINTENANCE OF EQUIPMENT ACQUIRED FROM 
US SOURCES. 

4. BECAUSE OF THE CLOSE COOPERATION BETWEEN THE US 
AND THE FRG IN NATO, THE FRG REQUIREMENTS FOR EQUIPMENT 
AND TRAINING SHOULD NOT BE VIEWED PURELY AS GERMAN 
DESIDERATA, BUT AS A NECESSARY ELEMENT OF THE FRG'S 
COMMITMENT TO NATO DEFENSE OBJECTIVES. 

5. PARAGRAPH 6 BELOW LISTS THOSE FMS EQUIPMENT 
PURCHASES WHICH THE FRG IS LIKELY TO MAKE IN FY 79, 

AND PARAGRAPH 7 CONTAINS ESTIMATED FY 79 FMS TRAINING 
PURCHASES BY THE FRG. BECAUSE OF THE SPECIAL SITUATION 
OF NATO COUNTRIES, PROVISION OF THESE ITEMS TO THE FRG 
WOULD BE ENTIRELY CONSISTENT WITH THE PRESIDENT'S NEW 
ARMS TRANSFER POLICY. THE EMBASSY DOES NOT CONSIDER 
THE FOLLOWING LISTS TO BE EXCESSIVE, AND VIEWS THEM 
AS CONSISTENT WITH OUR POLICY OF ENHANCING NATO'S 
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CONVENTIONAL COMBAT EFFECTIVENESS. 

ESTIMATED FY 79 FMS EQUIPMENT PURCHASES BY THE FRG 

6. THE FOLLOWING LIST CONTAINS ONLY MAJOR ITEMS RE- 
QUIRING POLICY REVIEW PER SECTION 36(B) OF THE ARMS 
EXPORT CONTROL ACT. THE ITEMS ARE NOT LISTED IN ORDER 
OF PRIORITY, SINCE NONE HAS BEEN FORMALLY ESTABLISHED. 
THE ITEM NUMBERS ARE FOR PURPOSES OF REFERENCE WITHIN 
THE CONTEXT OF THIS CABLE ONLY.

ESTIMATED FY 79 FMS TRAINING PURCHASES BY THE FRG 

7. DURING FY 79 THE FRG IS EXPECTED TO SIGN A TOTAL OF 
29 US LOA'S FOR AN ESTIMATED 1900 STUDENT SPACES FOR 
FMS TRAINING AND/OR TRAINING-RELATED SERVICES. ALT. 
TRAINING WILL BE IN CONJUNCTION WITH US EQUIPMENT 
ACQUIRED BY THE FRG THROUGH FMS, PRODUCED UNDER US 
LICENSE IN GERMANY, OR JOINTLY PRODUCED BY NATO NATIONS. 
MOST OF THE TRAINING WILL BE PROVIDED PURSUANT TO A 
NUMBER OF SEPARATE, PREVIOUSLY-EXECUTED DOD-FMOD 
AGREEMENTS AND ONE EURO-NATO TRAINING AGREEMENT. A 
BREAKDOWN OF ESTIMATED TRAINING BY FRG SERVICE IS AS 
FOLLOWS:

8. IT HAS PROVED IMPOSSIBLE, WITHIN THE TIME AVAILABLE, 

TO OBTAIN A LIST OF DEFENSE ARTICLES AND SERVICES AND 
RELATED TRAINING WHICH THE FRG IS EXPECTED TO PROCURE 
FROM US SOURCES ON A COMMERCIAL BASIS IN FY 79. BECAUSE 
OF ABSENCES OF MANY OF OUR CONTACTS DURING THE HOLIDAY 
SEASON, THE EARLIEST WE COULD HOPE TO OBTAIN SUCH 
INFORMATION WOULD BE LATE IANUARY. THE EMBASSY'S 
INFORMAL ESTIMATE IS THAT THE FRG WILL PROCURE FROM 2 

TO 3 MILLION DOLLARS WORTH OF SUCH ITEMS ON A COMMERCIAL 
BASIS IN FY 79. 

9. ACTION REQUESTED: THAT THE DEPARTMENT INFORM THE 
EMBASSY WHETHER IT WISHES US TO ATTEMPT, IN JANUARY, TO 
DRAW UP A LIST OF DEFENSE ITEMS - AS DESCRIBED IN PARA 8 
ABOVE - LIKELY TO BE PROCURED BY THE FRG FROM COMMERCIAL 
SOURCES IN FY 79.STOESSEL 
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
